GET EGGS AND MEAT 
FROM KITCHEN WASTE 
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(Prepared by tho trnlted States De- 
partment of AsricuUurc.) 

In every household, no matter 
how economical the housewife, 
there is a certain amount of ta- 
ble scraps and kitchen waste 
which has feeding value, but 
which if not fed, finds its way 
into the garbage paiL 
^^oultry is the only class of do- 
mestic nnfinals which is suitable 
for coiivi'rting this waste mate- 
rial, right where it is produced 
in the city, into whol«A>me and 
nutritious food In the form of 
egRS and poultry meat. 

Each hen in her pullet year 
should produce ten dozen eggs. 
The average size of the back- 
yard flock should be at least ten 
hens. Thus each flock would 
produce in a year 100 dozen eggs 
which, at the conservative value 
of 25 cents a doxen, would be 
worth $25. 

By keeping a back-yard poul- 
try flocj: the family would n(^t 
only help in reducing the cost of 
living but would have eggs of a 
quality and freshness which are 
often ditlicult to obtain. 

Remember that eggs produced 
by the back-yard flock cost very 
littie, as the fowls are fed large- 
ly upon waste materials. 
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Good Practice, When Not Carried to 
Extremest to Allow Colta to Reush 
It in Winter. 

(PTQiared by the United States Depart 
ment of Aericulture.) 
Colts that are kept growing make 
the best horses. Some farmers allow

I cured alfalfa hay free from dust is one 
of the best rougha>;»>s for growing, but 
because of its relatively high protein 
content it generally is economical to 

supplement it with other roughage such 
as timothy, mixed hay, or corn fodder. 
Besides lending variety to the ration 

.such a method of feeding alfalfa would 
offset any likelihdod ~of kidney or 

:bowel irregularities. Sheaf oats can 

'be used to good advantage to suppie- 

Iment other roughage. The animals 
should not be allowed to gorge them- 
selves on dry feed. They should be 
given only what they will clean up 
readily, but at the same time enough 
feed should be supplied. Oats, com 
and peas, preferably fed ground, are 
suitable grains. Bran, oil meal or glu- 
ten feed will add protein and lend vari- 
ety. Cottonseed meal should not be 
fed to foals. Appropriate grain ra- 
tions for the first winter are: Two 

^parts corn, five parts oats, three parts 
bran and one part oil meal; or four 
parts oats, one port cmn and one part 
bran. 

Silage should not be fed to foals to 
any considerable extent. Sliced roots, 
>8ueh as carrots and sugar beets, are 

very palatable and have a (..'ollng ef- 
fect on - th«» digestive st'Mn. The

casionally the appetite may be too rav- 
enous to be a good indication. The 
general condition of the colt and^tfae 
droppings should be observed daily. 
Usually not over one iwund of grain 
per 100 pounds of live weight should 
be fed until the animal is two years 
old. A liberal supply of salt and good 
water and plenty of fresh air and exer- 
cise are essential for the proper de- 
velopment of young horses. Idleness 
succeeding exercise will cause consti- 
pation. It is often said that a horse is 
made during his first winter. Certainly 
this is a critical time in the animal's 
life, and at no other age will proper 
feed and attention do as much to make 
of him a good horse. If stunted during 
the first winter he never will gain 
proper size and shape. 

During the second winter the feed 
and management should be nearly the 
same as for the first winter, except 
that the quantity of feed should be in- 
creased somewhat, the colt tied up in 
his stall and handled frequently. Bdn* 
cation by gentle and careful but firm 
handling at this age will save later 
much strenuous labor.

Threshermen Meet. 

In response 10 a call issued by the 
government, the thrtshermeu of 
Muhlenberg county met at the court 
house in Greenville, Ky., on S.itu-- 
day June 15. Mr. Aivin Tiixlcr 
was elected chairman ami iSh . J. 
Martin Gish, Secy., after which me 
recommendations and regulations 
which follow were adopted; 

1. That no threshin^' machine 
will be operated before Monday, 
July ist. 

2. That we do all in our power 
to carry out the regulations and sug- 
gestions of the government in Trm^ d 
to the saving of all the wheal. 

3. That the price for threshing 
U> all of the county shall be $S per 
sat for 50 bushels, and under, and 
10 centi per bushel for each addi. 
tional bushel, except in the follow- 
ing boundary, beginning at Pond 
river, going S. E. up" Noffsin^er 
creek to Midland, thence dovMi Cv- 
press to Black lake, and thence 
do>vu Black lake to McLean couuty 
line. North of this line the ptice 
will^be $^ per set of 50 busbeU and 
under and 10 cents for teach addi- 
tional bushel, because it is much 
easier to transport the machinery 
and the crops are larger per set in 
this boundary. The price for oats 
iss6 cents per bushel ai^tt rye 15 
cents per bushel. 

4. Each ihresherman is required 
to keep a lecord of the amount of 
wheat threshed, for whom threshed, 
date of the thceshiug, quality of the 
wheat, and what disposition is made 
of the crop, and report the same at 
the end of the threshing season to 
the County Food Adminisuacor. 

These four points which were 
fully discussed and agreediupon by 
the threshermen who opeAte in the 
county, all of whom werd present, 
with the ex'ccplion of or.c oi i^vo, 
who will be expected to reppri to the 
FootlTtaarhnsnrsrtef of Cotrniy 
at once and concur in these points 
and fill out a olank form if thcv ex- 
pect to operate their mactjines. 

The idea in having aijt begin at 
the same time is to elimicjate some 
of the rush that has been c.tused by 
one man trying to get aheud of 
another on a crop and causing a 
waste of some of the wheat. 

The regulations that the govern- 
ment ask of' the thr^§hing machine 
men are as follows: 

Prevent waste of whear and feed 
ing of wheat to farm animals by, 

1. Not threshing when wheat is 
tough, damp or unripe. 

2. Redacing loss by... shattering 
in bundle wagons. 

3. Be careful to keep thresher 
cylinder up to speed and to proper 
ly adjust bloWer, teeth, «tc. 

4. Be carefiA in feedihg the ma<^ 
chine. 

5. Be careful not to allow grain 
to leak on the ground around and 
under the machine, nor to be too 
hasty at the close of operations, to 
fail to clean i|p all of t^e §[ralq from 
unavoidable leakages. 

0. Carelessness in not raking 
fields and shock rows. 

7. Improper adjustment of Con 
caves and other parts of the separat- 
or. 

These things the threscrmen of 
this county pledged, themselves tc; 
do to the best of their ability. 

The ipeeting was attended by the 
Threshing Committee of thecounty, 
and wag rem irkable for the spirit ot 
co-operation aq4 piiriotism shown 
uq the part of the threshermen. It 
is thought that with these men op- 
erating machines and the farmers 
CO operation that the govtro- 
meni need have no fear that Muhl 
enberg county's large wheat crop

One method is to pa.ss 
a rope or strap with a loop in one 
end of it around the body of the cov.- 
and draw it tignt. The cow will usu- 
ally jump at first, but when she tinds 
she cannot get out of the rope she 
will stand stlTl." If this methtj* cm* 
th > cow to give bloody milk, place tho 
rope or strap behind the udder, and 
draw it tight as before. 

Another method is to hobble the 
cow by passing the rope around each 
leg lieliind the v.dder, and tying just 
above the hocks. This method is a 
dangerous one, however, for the per- 
son tying the rope. After these meth- 
ods have been repeated a few times 
the cow will stand quietly to be milked.
